Williams has admitted to police , 
that he knew some of the victims, 
but he has. steadfastly denied killing 
anyone. 

The slayings stopped once Wil¬ 
liams was jailed in early April on the 
rape charges.* 

The first of the 19 victims — 18 
of them black and one Hispanic — 
was found dead in July 1987. 

Jackson was victim No. 15. The 
bodies of four other women were 
found before Williams was arrested 
In early April. Miami police did not 
disclose Jackson's connection to

WiUiams was picked up near the , 
Hernandez murder site by homicide , 
detectives a day after the body .was

Investigators said Williams told 
them he had been with some of the 
victims — but they were alive when 
he left them.

EXTERNAL EXAMINATION: 

The body is that of a 5 foot, 6 inch, 136 pound,. well 
developed, well nourished appearing Negro female appearing in her 
late teens to early 20's. The scalp hair is thick and in the 
back is woven and clipped a hair piece. No injuries to the scalp 
are evident. A small amount of blood is on the external ears and 
removing this discloses superficial tears of the ears 
bilaterally. Bloody fluid is in the nose and mouth. The bulbar 
conjunctivae are markedly injected bilaterally and on the left 
are a few scattered petechiae. The palpebral conjunctivae are 
injected but otherwise unremarkable. Speculum examination of the 
nose fails to disclose any erosions, ulcerations, or 
perforations. The lower lip is not lacerated or contused. The 
dentition is good despite the complete lack of any obvious dental 
work. The breasts are full and the areolae are hypermelanotic. 
On the right arm, laterally, is a faded tattoo with the 
inscription "Two Lovers Forever". Also are two hearts included 
in this tattoo one of which has the word "Mark" and the other has 
the word "Ann". On the left arm is another faded blue tattoo 
with the inscription "Mark W. -n- Antoinette". No perivenous 
scars of the upper extremities are evident. The abdomen is 
unremarkable and is free of striae or scars. The external 
gentialia are unremarkable but with speculum examination and 
direct inspection also reveals a few minor abrasions of the right 
labia minora. Speculum examination on the evening of 12 December 
1988 disclosed nulliparous uterine cervix with a few scattered 
erosions. The vagina appeared unremarkable and free of any other 
injuries. The lower extremities have a few, nondiscript 
scattered scars but otherwise unremarkable. No injuries to the 
back are observed. 

INTERNAL EXAMINATION: 

The pleural, pericardial, and peritoneal cavities are free 
of excessive fluid and the only adhesions found connect the 
diaphragm to the liver superiorly. 

The 290 gram heart has a normal amount of subepicardial fat 
and a right predominant coronary arterial system that is elastic 
and entirely free of arteriosclerosis. Externally, the heart has 
prominent notching at its apex between the right end left 
ventricular myocardium. Sectioning the heart, however, fails to 
disclose any abnormalities and the myocardium is brown and 
homogeneous throughout. The heart valves are all unremarkable

with no redundancy or myxoid degeneration of the mitral valve. 
The coronary artery orifices are unremarkable. No thrombi or 
emboli are detected anywhere within the body. 

Serial sectioning of the tongue fails to disclose any 
contusions, bite marks or other abnormalities. Layerwise 
dissection of the neck muscles fails to disclose any 

abnormalities■ There are no tears, contusions, or other 

abnormalities of the strap muscles of the neck or the intrinsic 
muscles of the neck. Posteriorly the cricopharyngeal area has a 
1 centimeter in diameter contusion, just to the left of the 
midline• The hyoid bone and thyroid cartilage are dissected and 
no fractures or other abnormalities are seen. Also, the soft 
tissues surrounding these structures are not hemorrhagic. 
mucosa surface is markedly dusky, but free of petechiae or other 
abnormalities. 


The right and left lungs are 460 grams and 430 grams 
respectively. They are dusky blue-purple externally and smooth. 
The cut surfaces are markedly edematous and congested. No foci 
of consolidation are seen or palpated. No pulmonary scarring is 
evident. 

The esophagus, stomach, and intestines are all unremarkable 
externally and along the mucosal surfaces. The stomach contains 
an estimated 200 milliliters of partially digested food particles 
most of which appears to be vegetable matter. No medication is 
found. 

The 1040 gram liver has a sharp anterior edge and a smooth 
capsule. It is brown and homogeneous throughout and no 
abnormalities are found. The gallbladder is collapsed. 

The 140 gram spleen has a blue-gray capsule and a soft dark 
red cut surface with no visible lymphoid follicles or other 
abnormalities. 

Lymph nodes in the pericervical chain and also in the axilla 
are moderately enlarged. However, many of these also appear to 
have fatty infiltration. 

Each kidney is 130 grams, they are smooth, dark brown, and 
unremarkable externally and upon sectioning. The ureters are not 
dilated and lead to an empty urinary bladder.

The ovaries appear slightly enlarged bilaterally but are 
devoid of any corpra lutea. The fallopian tubes are moderately 
enlarged bilaterally with adhesions to the ovary. The uterus is 
of normal size and shape and the endometrium is unremarkable. 
The cervical os is nulliparous. 

The adrenal glands, pancreas, and thyroid gland are 
unremarkable externally and upon serial sectioning. 

Reflecting the scalp discloses galeal petechiae that are 
rather prominent but also a 1 inch contusion of the scalp of the 
high posterior region in the midline. The galea, however, is not 
lacerated and the contusion is not associated with any 
ectocalvarial skull fracture. The 1150 gram brain has intense 
meningovascular congestion but is otherwise entirely unremarkable 
externally and on serial sectioning. Stripping the dura from the 
skull and calvarium fails to disclose any abnormalities. No 
fractures are observed. The sphenoid sinus is unremarkable. 


AUTOPSY FINDINGS: 

1. Pulmonary edema and congestion 

2. Cervical and axillary adenopathy 

3. Hepatophrenic adhesions 

4. Tubal ovarian adhesions with enlargement of 

both ovaries and fallopian tubes 

5. Meningovascular congestion.

be postponed to give Williams* new 
court-appointed attorney, Howard 
Landau, a chance to prepare a de¬ 
fense. . 

Landau, who helped win an ac¬ 
quittal for Williams in a 1986 rape 
trial, won’t comment on the case or 
the homicide investigation. Nor will 
he allow his client to speak to The 
Herald. 

In statements to police, Williams 
has denied killing the women. 

Bom in Georgia, he grew up in a 
neatly kept Overtown townhouse 
with his mother, brother and sis¬ 
ters. 

By 1986, he had been accused of 
seven rapes — including assaults on 
two 15-year-old schoolgirls — and 
was profiled in The Herald as a ca¬ 
reer criminal who knew how to plea 
barjpin and beat the system. 

His accusers describe the same 
modus operandi: He starts with 
sweet talk and suddenly turns vi¬ 
cious as he chokes his victims un¬ 
conscious. 

Two years ago when Williams was 
out of jail, young women started dy¬ 
ing mysteriously in his Overtown 
neighborhood. They were found al¬ 
most nude, their legs spread and no 
visible trauma. 

Miami cops were puzzled. Initial 
autopsies turned up a new theory — 
later debunked by Medical Examin¬ 
er Joe Davis — that the women died 
because they combined sex and co-

caine once too often. 

They were well-known in th£ Ov¬ 
ertown neighborhood as heavy 
crack-users. 

So was Williams. 

“He'd say, Tve got money. Let’s 
get drugs,’ ** remembered neighbor 
Audrey Salles. % 

One of Williams’ tetn-age neigh¬ 
bors took him up on'iihe offer in 
April 1988 — and was found dead 
hours later, said the;victim's best 
friend, Aida Rodriguez, 17. ^ 


She said Williams offered her and 
16-year-old Sharmanita Grays 
“some weed” when they went to 
the Bay Point Motel, 3530 Biscayne 
Blvd. Later, Rodriguez left her 
friend with a heavily perspiring, 
crack-using Williams who wouldn’t 
let her back into the room. 

That’s the last time Rodriguez 
saw Grays alive. Her body was 
found hours later sprawled, legs 
apart and nearly nude, on a stairwell 
at the moteL 

Rodriguez told Miami homicide 
investigators her suspicions. Miami 
police have since refused to discuss 
the case. 

Since then, two other victims 
were seen with Williams on their 
last day. 

In October 1988, Williams sought 
sex from prostitute Erica Edwards 
on the night she died near the hook¬ 
er zone on Northwest 79th Street, 
said witness Beverly Gunder James. 

She said Williams, identifying 
himself as “Tony/’ approached her 
on Oct. 22,1988, at the Tropicana 
Bar, 1057 NW 79th St 

“H€ came out of the bushes/* 
James said in a telephone interview. 
“He asked me where I was going, 
and I said to the bar. He asked if I 
'dated* [slang for hooking], and I said 
no. He asked if I smoked cocaine and 
I said no. He asked me if I knew any¬ 
one who did. 

“I said yes — Erica/* 

She said she then introduced him 


to Edwards. 

“I said, 'Erica, this is Tony. He 
seems like a nice guy. Be nice to 

him. ' ” 

The next morning, Edwards* body 
was discovered in a nearby field 
She had been dead for hours. 

That same day, James told police, 
Williams grabbed her from behind 
and choked her. “He picked me off 
the ground and put a hook on me and 
I couldn't spring loose/' she said. 

“The man was on top of me/* she 
added. “I was on my stomach.** 

A neighbor saw the attack and 
scared him off, she said. 

Five days later — and after three 
more women had been found dead in 
the area — James spotted Williams 
at a friend's house near the hooker 
zone. 

Metro police arrested him there 
on attempted second-degree mur¬ 
der charges. 

He was released in early Decem¬ 
ber after prosecutors dropped the 
case. They couldn’t find James. She 
moved to Oklahoma soon after the 
assault. 

Five months later, Williams was 
seen with victim Brenda Hernandez 
on the day she was strangled in an 
open field in Brownsville, police told 
her mother, Mercedes Hernandez. 

The victim had lived just a few 
blocks from a crack den near J & J 
Groceries at 2656 NW 46th St. 
where Williams hung out 

Two other victims, Barbara Ann 


Black and Barbara Lattimore, hung 
out at the same crack den, several 
witnesses said. “He liked the girls/* 
remembered store owner John Ben¬ 
nett. 

Williams was arrested at the 
crack den when he tried to run from 
detectives investigating Hernan¬ 
dez’s murder. 

While canvassing the neighbor¬ 
hood for witnesses, detectives ran 
into a woman who said Williams had 
raped her in the same neighborhood 
two weeks earlier. 

She said she was initially fooled by 
his appearance.

The 
next thing she knew, he was choking 
her and forcing her to have sex. 

“The man chokes you like he in¬ 
tends to kill you.

He wants to kill you/' she said in a

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Deaths of 19 Prostitutes Pose a Mystefyjn^Mian

MIAMI, June 3 — The circumstances 
suggest foul play. The bodies of all 19 
women were found in the same section 
of the city in outside areas like fields, 
or they were behind buildings. Yet 
medical examiners said they had found 
no wounds on the bodies, no bruises, no 
scratches, no needle marks. Nothing. 

For months officials here have been 

• debating the deaths, which occurred 

• over the last two and a half years. One 
assistant medical examiner speculated 

. that the women, who the police say 
were prostitutes, may have died from 
the combined stimulation of sex and 
crack. 

This week, Dade County's Medical 
Examiner, Dr. Joseph H. Davis, issued 
his formal determination: the women 
were murdered. He did not address 
whether the victims had been killed by 
the same person, but the announce¬ 
ment raised the specter of a serial 
killer preying on local prostitutes. 

Dr. Davis said a re-examination of 
photographs and autopsy reports had 
revealed that pressure had been ap¬ 
plied to the victims’ necks or mouths. 
Aiding the medical examiner in his 
; evaluation was Dr. Richard Souviron, 

1 an expert in forensic dentistry whose 
findings helped convict the serial killer 
| Ted Bundy. 

“One might question/* Dr. Davis 
wrote, "how such deliberate deaths 
could occur in the absence of obvious 
injury patterns that we see in most 
homicidal strangulations and suffoca¬ 
tions. It is not at all difficult to inflict 
enough neck pressure to result in help¬ 
lessness and loss of consciousness 
within seconds." 

Dr. Davis acknowledged that the 
physical evidence of murder was "sub¬ 
tle." And in defense of his finding, he in- 
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Dr. Joseph H. Davis, Dade 
County Medical Examiner, who 
has determined that 19 women 
found dead in Miami in similar 
positions and with no signs of vio¬ 
lence were murdered.

cal examiner's conclusions were often 
based not on the body itself but on the 
circumstances in which it was found. 


All the dead women, who ranged in 
age from 14 years old to 32, were black, 
except one, who was Hispanic. Most 
were crack users, the police said. All 
were found on their backs, with either 
their dresses pulled up or their pants 
pulled down; their legs were spread. 

"It is my considered conclusion," Dr. 
Davis wrote, "that the repetitive pat¬ 
tern of body position, location and 
scene circumstances constitutes a rea¬ 
sonable conclusion as to manner of 
death—homicide." 

But rather than create alarm, the 
Medical Examiner's report has been 
received warily. The Miami Herald did 
not even print the article about it on its 
front page. And police officials, while 
saying they are investigating the cases 
as murders, say they are not convinced 
that the deaths were really homicides. 

"We're not discounting that there 
could be other explanations," said John 


Farrell, chief of detectives of 
Metro-Dade Police Department. "A 
the motivation, of Dr. Davis, I thinL 
was under some pressure in press 
ries to come up with a reason." 

Skepticism About Report 

Police officers say it is difficult to 
lleve that at least some of the vict:

The police say they have not afc 
doned the theory that the women c 
from the combined stimulation of 
and crack. While they acknowle 
that the levels of cocaine found in 
victims were insufficent for an ov 
dose, they say their experience w 
crack is that a small amount can 
duce fatal psychotic fits. 

But the police also acknowlec 
holes in the cocaine theory. Two \ 
tims had no cocaine in their bodi 
And with the exception of one, 
deaths have all occurred in the sai 
area directly north of midtown. If • 
deaths were indeed linked to sex a 
crack, why would they be limited 
that section? 


No Comment on Clues

As for there being virtually no sig 
of trauma on the victims' bodies, E 
Diaries Hirsch, the Chief Medical E 
aminer of New York City, said: "It 
not unusual for there to be no signs, it 
perfectly consistent with a sou;

But no charges

For the first time, Metro-Dade 
pohcfe confirmed Monday that con- 
»victed rapist Charles Henry Wil¬ 
iams is the main suspect in some of 
the 19 inner-city murders of Dade 
women. 

However, police still do not have 
enough evidence to charge Williams 
with any murders. "We've exhaus¬ 
ted all leads,” Homicide Bureau 
« , Wa y ne McCarthy said. 

"It’s not like anyone has left a 
calling card or footprint or anything 
like that,” he added. "We’re making 
every effort we can.” 

McCarthy said his investigators 
are looking at two other suspects 
One is suspected of killing the first 
victim* Tammie Turner, who died in 
September 1986 while Williams was 
in jail. The other is a convicted sex 
offender, but McCarthy said his in¬ 
vestigates are not investigating 
him as mtensely as they are Wif-
